The learned Judge answered all the above issues 
in the negative and against the appellant. The appeal 
was taken up for hearing again after the receipt of 
thọ records from the High Court . 

The first question which arises for consideration in 
this case is whether the letter of resignation dated 
November 21, 1984 should be treated as one sub 
mitted under Rule 5 ( 1 ) of the CCS Temporary 
Service Rules. It is true that in the letter of resigna 
tion the appellant states that this letter of giving up 
my post as temporary Government servant is covered 
by Rule 5 ( 1) (a ) of the CCS Temporary Service Rules 
and that there is in specific reference to Condition . 
No. 6 of the letter of appointment which authorised 
the appellant to resign from his post by remitting one 
month s pay plus allowance to the Government. Still 
in the circumstances of the case we feel that tho 
finding of the learned Judge of the High Court that 
it could be treated only as letter of resignation under 
Rule 5 ( 1 ) ( a ) of the CCS Temporary Service Rules 
is unsustainable. Clause ( a ) of Rule 5 ( 1 ) of the
